SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The publication presents a man and woman engaging in a variety of sexual activity 
that is depicted in an explicit manner. Close focus depictions of genitals, female in 
particular, dominate the publication. Text accompanying the photographic series 
contains language that is offensive and derogatory toward the participants. Language 
used in two advertisements is offensive and derogatory toward women. The depictions 
and descriptions mentioned are degrading and dehumanising toward the participants, 
especially the woman in the magazine, and women in general. The degrading and 
dehumanising aspects of the magazine outweigh any images that may be considered 
counterbalancing. The right to freedom of expression has been balanced against the 
manner, extent, and degree of the degrading and dehumanising depictions and 
descriptions of the participants. It is considered that the restriction of section 14 of the 
New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 is reasonable and justified given the likely injury 
to the public good. Therefore, Videosex Companion is classified as:
